If any perſon oz perſons 


wall while he is at large, and befoze he ſhall be App;ehended, oz in Cuſtody, 
make Diſcovery of any Two 02 moꝛt of ſuch Robbers, Tozies, or Rap- 
refs, being alſo at large, and not in Cuſtodp, ſo as any Two o2 moze of 
uch Tories, Robbers, o: Rappares, (hall be chereupon Appzehended, oz 
Convicted, 02 ſhall Kill any Two oz moe of the ſaid Tories, or Robbers, 
Proclaimed as aforeſaid, and being out on their kefping at the time of ſuch 
their being Killed, the perſon or pcrſons ſo making ſuch Diſcovery, or Killing 
ſuch Robbers er Tories as aforcſaid, ſhall not be procefded againſt for any 
Robbery oz Wurglary, by him o2 them Committed befoze the making ſuch 0 
Diſcovery, 0z ſuch Killing as aforeſaid, but ſhall be Intituled unto, and ſhall 
have and receive His Ay Os Pard:n for the lame; 4 Par⸗ f 
don ſhall in ſuch Caſe alſo be a god Bar to any Appeal to be brought for any = 1 
Robbery or Burglary by him committed. | 
And We do hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command all Judges of Aſſizes, 
and General Gaol delivery, and all and every other Pagiſtrates and Officers 
in this Kingdom whom it may concern. within the:r ſeveral Juriſdictions, 
to put the ſaid Act into due Execution: And We hereby Require all His Pa- 
feſty's good Dubjecs to be Aiding and Alliſting in the Execut on of the tald Act,
